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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on April 
10, 2008 has been entered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 18 
and 19 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 18 
and 19 been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-17 and 20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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After careful consideration of Applicants arguments dated April 10, 2008 and the 
declaration filed under 37 C.F.R. §1.132 filed on the same date, it is the Examiners 
position that the claimed invention is neither anticipated by any single reference of 
record nor rendered obvious any combination of cited references. Specifically, the 
Examiner is in agreement with Applicants allegation (see page 6, line 22 to page 7, line 
6) that the prior art of record fails to teach "distilling under vacuum in the open 
distillation system the arsenic monochalcogenide and the at least one chalcogenide so 
that distilled arsenic monochalcogenide and distilled at least one chalcogenide are 
deposited at a cold section of the open distillation system". 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Response to Amendment 

The declaration by Vinh Nguyen under 37 CFR 1.132 filed April 10, 2008 and the 
evidence presented therein is sufficient to overcome the rejection of claims 1-17 under 
35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) based upon Upton in view of Churbanov. Specifically, in view of the 
evidence presented in the instant declaration, the Examiner is in agreement with 
Applicants allegation, namely that vacuum distillation of combined arsenic 
monochalcogenide and chalcogenide reagents, deposition of said reagents in a cold 
section of the distillation apparatus, sealing said reagents in the distillation system, and

subsequently reacting said reagents to form a chalcogenide glass provides a non- 
obvious advance over the reactive distillation technique disclosed in the prior art. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 6, filed April 10, 2008, with respect to the 
rejection of claim 5 under 35 US.C. §112, first paragraph have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. The noted rejection of claim 5 has been withdrawn.
